LONDON, Jan. 5 (AP).—Russia 
announced recognition of the Po- 
lish Provisional Government of 
Lublin today, making a_ clean 
breck with -the Polish Govern- 
ment-in-exile in Lonodn, which 
still is recognized by the United 
States and Britain. 

Bringing to a head one of the 
thorniest questions facing the im- 
pending “big three” parley, the 
broadcast announcement came 
within four days-of the joint an- 
nouncement by the United States 


and Britain that they stood by the 
London Polish Government. 

(In Washington, the United 
States State Department today re- 
affirmed its recognition of the 
Polish exile: government in Lon- 
don. A department spokesman 
said there was nothing to add to 
a statement by Secretary SBStet- 
tinius last Monday that the 


American Government still main- 
tains diplomatic relations with the 
London group.)

Overpayments Totaling $638,655 


Eight St. Louls firms have been 
charged with making illegal wage 
payments aggregating $638,655 to 
their employes, the Regional War 


Labor Board disclosed today in an- 
nouncing that public hearings on 
the cases will be conducted here 
next Tuesday and on Jan. 15, 

The firms were charged with 
violating the Wage Stabilization 
Act in giving workers wage in- 
creases without first obtaining 
WLB approval. Defendants and 
alleged overpayments were listed 
as: 

Knapp-Monarch Co., electric ap- 
pliance manufacturer with 215 
employes involved, $282,060; W. G. 
Shelton Co., beauty shop equip- 
ment manufacturer, 654 employes 
involved, $230,745; Montaldo’s 
Town House, women’s apparel, 
$32,271; Mermod-Jaccard-King 
Jewelry Co., $28,571; Kunzelman 
Bros., jew elry manufacturers, $24,- 


R56; 
$8588 ; 
~o., $21,485, 
Co., $10,075. 

The cases were the first of this 
kind to be preferred against St. 
Louis firms. Following the hear- 
ings, findings are transmitted to 
the National WLB with recom- 
mendations as to penalties. The 
usual penalty is a recommenda- 
tion to the Internal Revenue De- 
partment that overpayments be 
disallowed for income tax exemp- 
tion.

Gap, the key to Strasbourg.

SOUTHEAST ASIA COMMAND

lon, Jan. 5 (AP). The city of 
Akyab, third largest port of Bur- 
ma and for two years an impor- 
tant Japanese supply base, has 
fallen to British and Indian gsea- 
borne forces, Allied headquarters 
announced today. 

A communique said the attack- 
ers had swarmed ashore on Akyab 
Island—on which the city is situ- 
ated—early Wednesday morning 
without encountering any opposi- 
tion and that “the island is firmly 
in our hands.” 

Akyab, which has a normal pop- 
ulation of about 40,000 and is sit- 
uated at the mouth of the Kala- 
dan River on the Burmese west 
coast, has been a prime objective 
of the Allied drive in: southwest 
Burma. The Japanese were re- 
ported to have had about 1000 
troops on the island at one time, 
but they evacuated the garrison 
and most of their weapons the 
night before the Allied landings. 

The Japanese left behind many 
booby traps and mines, 

People Rebel at Jap Orders, 

In withdrawing they tried to 
take some of the coolie class of 
the local population, but many of 
the educated middle class rebelled 
and threatened to resist with guns 
buried by the British when they 
retreated in 1942. 

The Aied landing forces struck 


from three directions, some land- 
ing on the northern beaches from 
naval craft, some crossing a four- 
mile stretch of water from Foul 
Point on the mainland and others 
crossing in local boats from Ku- 
daung -island to the east.

Akyab has seven airfields, sev- 
eral capable of handling the larg- 
est aircraft. Despite partial de- 
molition by the Japanese, the 
sites are capable of repair. 
The harbor will accommodate 
vessels as large as _  10,000-ton 
cruisers.

4 (Delayed) (AP).—Germans are 
packed “like sardines” all along 
the sector of this division’s front 
southeast of Bastogne, the outfit’s 
chief of staff declared today, and 
American shells are falling in 
their ranks with fearful execution.

Here, as elsewhere along the 
Bastogne front, American artillery 
has hurled thousands of shelis 
into the enemy lines in less than 
12 hours. 

More than 200 prisoners were 
taken by this division alone and 
their chief complaint was about 
the shelling. One prisoner said 
his company suffered 75 per cent 
casualties and was transferred to 
another which had 60 per cent. 

The unusually high percentages 
were due jto the large concentra- 
tion of Germans in sO small an 
area.

HE pile of second guesses on 
the ugly Christmas present 
the Germans handed the Al- 
lies already is high and it is 
growing steadily.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I was much interested in an article 
regarding absenteeism by railroad work- 
ers. 

Having been the wife of a switchman 
for well over 20 years, I feel that this 
charge is a reflection on the patriotism 
of these men. 

My husband, who is over 50, has been 
absent from his job three days in the 
past 43 days. In those three, he was un- 
der a doctor's care, threatened with 
pneumonia. Many other switchmen have 
worked 16 hours daily two or three days 
in a row, 

We know that railroad equipment is 
in a terrible condition, In fact, men’s 
lives are being endangered because of 
this fact. On top of this, we know that 
this period is the heaviest for railroad 
traffic, that cars are hardest to move 
in: cold weather. 

All in all, I think these men deserve 
all the credit possible for working out 
in the ice and snow,’climbing box cars 
covered with ice, just to “keep ’em roll- 
ing.” 

Most of these men, like my husband, 
have sons in service abroad, and are 
giad that they are able to do this little 
bit toward the war effort. But it is 
pretty discouraging to have it go unap- 
preciated. Perhaps some of the public 
does not know that few railroad work- 
ers get to spend Sundays and holidays 
with their families. And they do not, 
like other workers, get paid time-and-a- 
half for working these days. 

Too jittle is known about the work- 
ing conditions of the railroad man. The 
officials making these charges should 
go out in the yards and see what is 
going on, instead of looking at figures.

The Men Behind Avery 


The attitude of Montgomery Ward & Co., 
whose plants and stores extend from coast to 
coast, in defying the Government of the United 
States is harming the war effort—but it is also 
hurting Ward’s standing with the people. 

How long, we wonder, will the stockholders 
permit Sewell Avery to dissipate Ward's good 
will, thus wasting its most precious asset? 

By what right does this Caesar advertise 
Ward's defiance of the Federal Government? 
Does he personally own the company? WPpon 
what meat doth this Avery feed? 

Montgomery Ward & Co. was incorporated 
under the laws of Hlinois Nov. 21, 1919, its 
charter not to expire until after 999 years. Of 
its 250,000 authorized shares of Class A stock, 
201,554 were outstanding on July 1, 1944; of its 
authorized 10 million shares of common, 5,272,- 
147 were outstanding as of the same date. Ac- 
cording to a statement of directors’ holdings ac- 
companying proxy forms sent stockholders April 
28, 1944, Avery then owned 67,547 shares of 
common and 200 of Class A. Which makes it 
plain that Mr. Avery does not personally own 
Ward’s—or even as much as 1.3 per cent of its 
voting stock. 

Can it be, however, that he is speaking for a 
directorate which owns the control of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co.? 

Ward’s 13-man board of directors contains 
(in addition to Avery and three other full-time 
Ward officers), George Whitney, the president 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. Ward’s has been known 
as ‘a Morgan company”; Silas H. Strawn, former 
president of the American Bar Association and 
also of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States; P. R. Clarke, president of the City Na- 
tional Bank—the Dawes bank; Charles F. Glore, 
an investment banker formerly associated with 
Marshall Field Il]; David A. Crawford, head of 
Pullman, Inc., and other Chicago business men. 
Together, the 12 other men owned only 9159 
shares of the common, and only 1734 shares of 
the Class A. 

This means that the Government is being 
defied by a man who has no clear stockholders’ 
mandate to thwart the labor policies of the 
nation at war. The thousands over the country 
who own Ward securities have had no chance to 
instruct the management to change its course. 

What have the other directors done to put 
Ward’s in step with the vast majority of the 
people of the United States? The majority of 
the board could halt the efforts of this mail- 
order Machiavelli. The stockholders could elect 
a new board to clean house. 

For this there is the best of precedent. When 
the complicity of Col. Robert A. Stewart, chair- 
man of the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, in the 
Continental Trading Co. scandals was brought 
out early in 1928, John D. Rockefeller Jr., who 
had about 14 per cent of the stock, undertook 
“for the benefit not only of the oil interests, 
but in the interest of large business generally” 
to gather proxies of a majority, to get rid of 
Stewart. 

The Rockefeller committee told the stock- 
holders that Stewart’s “attitude toward his own 
company, toward the public and toward public 
authority” had made it necessary that he be re- 
moved. The next year the stockholders ousted 
Stewart by a vote of 2 to 1. 

Will Ward's board check Avery’s destructive 
policy? Or will there be a Rockefeller to stop 
his efforts to thwart the Government’s war pol- 
icy? 
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wa Really C al Job” 


A three-man group from the British Ministry 
of Fuel and Power paid a fine compliment to 
the St. Louis smoke control program when they 
came here to learn how it has been brought 
about. “The work done here on smoke _ abate- 
ment,” said the spokesman, Jack Pritchard, 
famous in England as a really great job.” The 
Britishers hope to apply what they have learned 
here to their own “black country” of the Mid- 
lands and Lancashire. 

Most St. Louisans know, too, that a great 
job has been done here—and is being done, for 
smoke control is an unremitting day-to-day fight 
against forces of ignorance, indifference and 
greed which would tear it down. Those who 
have not yet realized its importance, or who 
think their individual profit is more important 
than this improvement of the whole community, 
may have their understanding increased by the 


. coming of the British visitors. 


The achievement of smoke control in St. Louis 
is worth coming a long distance to see and un- 
derstand—and the best proof of it is the fact 
that people come a long distance to see and 
understand it.

More of the Same? 

The old coalition of Southern Democrats and 
Republicans united Wednesday to continue the 
old Dies committee as a permanent standing 
body to investigate un-American activities. 
Seventy Democrats, all but seven from the South, 
united with 137 Republicans, and the final vote 
was 207 to 186. John Rankin of Mississippi, 
hardly known as an apostle of light and leading, 
sponsored the resolution. 

Let's get this straight. The Post-Dispatch has 
frequently and bitterly criticised the old Dies 
committee. This should not be interpreted as 
meaning that this newspaper opposes the prin- 
ciple of congressional investigation; on the con- 
trary, it has a thousand times upheld this prin- 
ciple as of utmost value in a democracy. It 
should not be taken as meaning that this news- 
paper believes Congress should not investigate 
un-American activities, even though fhe FBI, 
the Army and Navy are already doing a good 
job at this. 

We criticised the Dies committee because of 
the motives of its sensation-seeking, headline- 
hunting, angle-shooting chairman, Mr. Dies, and 
because of the inexcusable methods he used, 
Dies was a full-blown demagogue, who never 
hesitated to cut a reputational throat. He wasted 
the taxpayers’ money, he sharpened his own po- 
litical axes (though, in the end, he quit his seat 
because he feared to face the voters in his 
district) and he brought congressional investiga- 
tion into disrepute. 

In principle, it is a good thing for Congress 
to set up a committee to guard against un-Amer- 
ican activities. It could be so in practice. But 
we don't like the looks of the present line-up. 


The. Southern Democrats have often shown the 
cloven hoof in matters affecting the welfare of 
the nation; the House Republicans naturally are 
out for partisan advantages and, finally, Mr. 
Rankin inspires no confidénce. It is too much 
to hope that out of this cauldron will come some 
sweet-smelling soup. 
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Another Views for Secrecy 

Once again, a Missouri Legislature moves to 
cheat the-people of Missouri. Once again, an 
effort to remove secrecy from its committee pro- 
ceedings, where the real job of making and 
killing legislation is done,: has been summarily 
buried. Once again, as almost the first act 
of its official life, a Missouri House of Repre- 
sentatives has given the people notice that be- 
tween biennial elections they can be damned. 

The present occasion is even more damaging 
than usual to the Legislature’s repute, for the 
House member who proposed the elementary 
democratic procedure of opening committee 
sessions to press and public is Raymond J. Lahey 
of St. Louis. And Lahey is best known as the 
implacable enemy of the small-loan lobby whose 
private designs against the public have had un- 
restrained sway in previous Legislatures, The 
lobbyist likes secrecy, for it relieves the mem- 
bers with whom he deals from any fear of re- 
prisal by an indignant electorate. 

The people of Missouri are not accorded even 
the privilege of knowing which members sold 
them out, for the sentence to secret death for 
Lahey’s resolution was made without record vote 
—another trick to flout democratic process. The 
people may, however, entertain their own sus- 
picions, for the resolution to bury was intro- 
duced by Randall R. Kitt of Chillicothe, majority 
floor leader. This particular set of Republicans, 
like its immediate predecessor, is apparently not 
in the least interested in improving on the work 
of Democratic majorities in earlier times. 

Unless the majority can be prevailed on to 
change its evident present intention, the people 
are helpless for yet another term against this 
evil—except that Missourians can partly, but 
only partly—abate the evil by approving the new 
Constitution, which requires the announcement 
of committee votes. 

That is all Missouri can do. There is one 
other hing Missourians should do so long 
is their Legislature continues to flout de- 
mocracy. When anyone condemns the short- 
comings of Congress, which has gone much 
further to open up its inner workings to the 
public gaze, Missourians may well hang their 
heads in shame. 
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When Statesmen Play Poker

But what matters most to the world that’s 
host, when the score’s at last compiled, will be 
whether the game would have played the same 
if the Kings had all been wild. For you’ve got 
to think, as you skirt the brink of a desperate 
lose-or-win, just how you'll stand at the final 
hand with the boys who don’t sit in. 
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That Inaugural Parade 

If Gov.-elect Donnelly has the normal amount 
of human vanity, nothing would be more natural 
than that he should want all the panoply that 
has adorned the inaugurals of his predecessors. 
As Harry J. Burkart of St. Louis proposes, how- 
ever, we hope he will emulate the example of 
President Roosevelt, who has asked for a cere- 
mony 90 per cent diminished from the usual. 

The waste of taxpayers’ money is not especial- 
ly serious, since this is a small luxury they are 
accustomed to providing. But a parade in Jef- 
ferson City would cause rather large consump- 
tion of gasoline and rubber. We have none of 
either to waste. Above all, it would waste man- 
hours by taking members of the State Guard 
and others, in St. Louis and elsewhere, away 
from their desks and machines for a day. No 
man-hours are available for wasting. 

So, as other citizens forego other personal 
satigfjactions, Mr. Donnelly could well forego 
the parade that custom entitles him to.

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Impaired Neutrality of the Swiss 

It is a black report of the part Switzerland 
is playing in the war that Pat Frank of the 
Overseas News Agency brings back with him 
from Italy. Mr. Frank flatly accuses Switzer- 
land of allowing the Nazis to use it as an avenue 
of supply for the German armies in Italy and as 
a means of transporting war materiel from the 
factories in North Italy to the Western front. 

What this adds up to is that Switzerland is 
committing acts of war -:against the United 
Nations daily. If it were carrying out its obliga- 
tions as a neutral, the German resistance in Italy 
would collapse for want of supplies and the Ger- 
man effort in the west would be curtailed. 

The only adequate course for the United 
Nations to take is to demand that Switzerland 
cease acting as a military highway for the Ger- 
mans. As Mr. Frank says, the State Depart- 
ment’s re-examination of the United States’ po- 
litical and economic relations with Switzerland 
is not enough. The United Nations—or at any 
rate the United States and England—should 
make the strongest protest to Switzerland, with 
a threat to break off relations if it is not heeded. 

Mr. Frank says that it may come to military 
action by this country against the Swiss. Cer- 
tainly we cannot afford to rest with any action 
that falls short of closing Switzerland to German 
troop movements.

It is a safe guess that most of the crit- 
icism that we have had of our wartime ra- 
tioning regulations has been due more to 
failure to understand the complex prob- 
lems involved than to anything else. 


The American people do understand the 
basic fact that rationing is necessary—that 
war creates varying, temporary shortages 
in some needed things and permanent 
shortages in others; that rationing is the 
only way in which a small minority can 
be prevented from “hogging” the supply 
of some things while others are forced to 
do without. 


The American people ought to under- 
stand that no government really enjoys the 
necessity of rationing, and that no admin- 
istration deliberately adopts capricious pol- 
icies. 

Being extremely complex and requiring 
some guesses about what is going to hap- 
pen, of course any rationing procedure is 
less than divinely infallible. OPA does 
not pretend that its judgments have al- 
ways been above criticism: it warned ug in 
advance that it was going to feel its way, 
and that it would need the constant sym- 
pathy and understanding of all good citi- 
zens, 


What a “Run” Would Have Done 


It has attempted to correct as rapidly as 
possible any weaknesses that showed up. 
And it has stuck tenaciously to the main 
principle—the sharing of available food- 
stuffs and other necessities as fairly as 
possible, among all the people, 

Let us look briefly at the action taken 
on Christmas day. We understand that 
OPA had intended to announce the recent 
rationing changes in advance of their ef- 
fective date. 

As the intended date approached, an un- 
comfortable reality loomed up: that gro- 
cers’ stocks of many of the items affected 
were so short that a “run” of even a day 
or two would wipe out available reserves 
for several weeks. If those who had ac- 
cumulated unused coupons because they 
didn’t need them had been given a “field 
day” to raid the grocers’ shelves—hundredg 
of thousands of families throughout the 
country who really needed their fair share 
of these things during the next few weeks 
would have had to accept an undeserved 
“famine” of these items. 


Any reasonable citizen will agree that a 


rationing administration that was really 
fulfilling its responsibility to the American 
people would not permit this to happen if 
it could prevent it. 

And QPA did not permit it to happen. 
Its studies showed, for example, that sugar 
coupons validated last fall and still unused 
amounted to more than all of the currently 
available sugar in stores. The “run” would 
have completely undone the job of fair and 
equitable distribution which OPA is charged 
with doing. 

So OPA invalidated all of the old stamps. 
If by this action a mild injustice was done 
in a few exceptional cases, it was certainly 


nothing compared to the widespread in-~ 


justices that would have been done by any 
other policy, to families who have played 
the game fairly. 


Action Was Imperative 


With respect to other items the neces- 
sity for drastic action in the public inter- 
est was equally clear. We were threat- 
ened with the prospect of running out of 
many processed foods entirely in the next 
few months, This was not OPA's fault. 
The job of adjusting domestic consump- 
tion to the newly calculated military re- 
quirements was simply dumped in OPA’s 
lap! It had to go ahead and do its job. 

The hard truth ig that, wherever a mar- 
gin of doubt existed, OPA for the last six 
months has been leaning over backward to 
give domestic consumers the benefit of it. 
Now that the war in Europe did not end 
in 1944, and now that it has been possible 
to speed up the Pacific campaign rather 
faster than had been anticipated, it is sim- 
ply necessary for our rationing administra- 
tors to cease being so lenient. 

There is no real “food crisis.” One reason 
there is no crisis is that OPA has had the 
sense and the courage to do what was 
necessary when the facts of a new situa- 
tion became clear, and do it promptly. 


December was one such period in the 
rationing program. The necessary action 
was taken. And however “unexpected” it 
may have been, still there was nothing 
about it calculated to damage our nutri- 
tional standards as a nation. 

The Register, for one, is much more dis- 
posed to say “Bravo! We can take it!” to 
the OPA than to rail at it peevishly be- 
cause in the midst of a desperate war we 
are deprived of something akin to luxury. 


Time to End an Obsolete Institution

Constitutionally and officially speaking, 
the people of the United States will not 
know the names of their next President 
and Vice President until Jan, 6, when the 
president of the Senate, “in the presence 
of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives,” solemnly opens the electoral certifi- 
cates returned from each and all of the 
states and, after the electoral votes are 
counted, officially announces the result. 

For, constitutionally and officially speak- 
ing, the people were not voting last No- 
vember for President and Vice President. 
They were voting for those presidential 
electors who, the framers of the Constitu- 
tion fondly hoped, would always be wise 
and eminent men chosen by the people to 


debate and choose, in their turn, the best 
possible President and Vice President, 

Only the bare process and machinery re- 
main. The party system and the urge to 
bring the people closer to the election of 
the President long since made presidential 
electors mere bunched rubber stamps whose 
very names carry little weight apart from 
their pledges. They are directed agents 
rather than true electors. 

New York’s Secretary of State Curran 
suggests the country may have “outgrown 
the electoral college.” 

If the Founding Fathers themselves could 
know what’s happened to their electoral 
college, we doubt they’d see much sense 
in retaining it. 


Book Edited by Sumner Welles 


Informs Public on i Peace Issues 
“An Intelligent Quneteoate Guide toe the Peace,” 
Issued Under the General Editorship of Sumner 

Welles, (Dryden Press, New York.) 

It is the earnest conviction of Sumner 
Welles that, in the crucial task of assur- 
ing this country’s participation in an ef- 
fective world peace organization, an in- 
formed and active public opinion is es- 
sential, Mr. Welles hag devoted himself 
extensively to helping create such a force, 
by radio broadcasts, speaking tdurs, publi- 
cation of a book and writing a weekly 
newspaper column. Now he makes another 
importamt contribution to this vital cause 
by editing a highly informative book of 
370 large and crowded pages. It is a 
miniature encyclopedia of the nations and 
their stake in a peaceful world. 

After an illuminating introduction by Mr. 
Welles, there are separate chapters on 
more than 80 countries and major depend- 
encies. These articles include facts about 
the people, economy, resources and gov- 
ernment of the various states, a brief his- 
tory of each from 1914 to late 1944 and a 
summary of how a world security system 
will benefit them. Research and prepara- 
tion of material were done by William J. 
Blake, who consulted specialists on various 
countries. 

. + ~ 

The facts brought out in these chapters 
are a necessary supplement to the daily 
press accounts of military campaigns, cab- 
inet changes and diplomatic negotiations 
involving the various countries. Iran's oil 
production, the Russian population trend, 
Germany's machinery investment per 
capita, the Mexican ratio of illiteracy, 
Argentina’s wheat yield per acre—all these 
are data of the kind which must be consid- 
ered in planning a workable structure for 
the postwar world, 

Considering the fact-crammed nature of 
the text, its compilers deserve credit for 
making it pleasantly readable without over- 
simplification. The approach is objective, 
but there is no shying away from the knot- 
ty problems offered in presenting and in- 
terpreting controversial developments of 
recent history. The book does not attempt 
a blueprint for world reconstruction; it 
merely offers the basic facts that must be 
considered in framing an enduring peace.

Given a grasp of such information, Mr. 
Welles is convinced, rank-and-file citizens 
will be able and willing to influence their 
official representatives toward creation of 
wise and strong policies. His introduction 
emphasizes the high importance of this 
democratic function. “Not only will the 
lives of the youth of America be saved or 
sacrificed as the result of the decisions 
which the people of this country now 
make,” he says, “but also the standard of 
living, the economic opportunity and the 
happiness of every one of us will be shaped 
accordingly.” 

The former Under Secretary of State 
asserts that “the people of the United 
States cannot afford to sit back and let 
these decisions be made for them.”

ROWN sugar gives a delicious 
B flavor to a lot of desserts, but 

it is a very different one from 
the true caramel. Caramel pro- 
vides one of the rarest and most 
delicious of sweet flavors when it 
is made properly, but it takes care 
and vigilance. Too many times it 
is allowed to cook for just a few 
seconds too long, and the result 
is a burned, harsh flavor and a 
dark brown or black color. I like 
to make skillet caramel] in this 
way: heat the skillet until a drop 
of water disappears almost instant- 
ly, then withdraw it from the heat 
and begin sifting in a little sugar. 
The sugar should begin to melt 
when it strikes the skillet. The 
skillet is too hot if the sugar 
turns a dark brown immediately, 
and it will be necessary to cool it 
off to a point where a little sift- 
ing of sugar will melt. Sift in the 
remaining sugar quickly, return 
to heat and stir continuously un- 
til the sugar is al] melted. At this 
point it should be the right color. 
Remove from heat and add water 
slowly to dissolve caramel. This 
caramel syrup is delicious to use 
in icing, to eat on pancakes, to 
sweeten and flavor frozen des- 
serts, custards and sauces. 


Caramel Butter Frosting. 


One cup sugar and one cup boil- 
ing water. Place sugar in heated 
iron skillet and heat until it melts 
to a pale amber liquid. Stir con- 
stantly to prevent burning. Add 
slowly the boiling water and let 
simmer for about five minutes, or 
until caramel is dissolved. Use this 
syrup in ‘following recipe: 


One-half cup caramel syrup, four 
tablespoons butter, two and one- 
half cups confectioner’s sugar, one 
egg, beaten weil; dash salt; one- 
fourth teaspoon vanilla. 


Put syrup and butter in sauce- 
pan and heat slowly until butter 
is melted. All sugar, egg, salt and 
vanilla. Stir until smooth. This 
will frost an 8-inch layer cake. 


Breakfast: Grapefruit juice, hot 
cooked rice, cinnamon toast, pan- 
fried bacon. 


Luncheon: Vegetable soup, crisp 
whole wheat crackers, hard-cooked 
egg sandwiches with mayonnaise 
and lettuce, sliced fresh pears 
with sugar and top milk. 


Dinner: Swiss steak; browned 
potatoes; parsnips and tomatoes; 
mixed vegetdble salad; raw spin- 
ach, radishes, lettuce, white cake 
with Caramel Butter Frosting, 


Partnips and Tomatoes. 


The following recipe should en- 
able you to serve parsnips agree- 
ably to even the most resistant 
member of your family. The bril- 
liant color and lively flavor of to- 
matoes combines with that of 
parsnips most favorably. To those 
who really like parsnips and have 
them often this will: be a varia- 
tion for even more enjoyment. 

Wash, scrape and cut parsnips 
(one large or two medium) into 
slices one-half-inch thick. Add 
hot water just to cover and three- 
fourths teaspoon salt; cover and 
simmer for 12 to 15 minutes, until 
parsnips are tender. Add a dash 
of pepper and one No. 2 can toma- 
toes and heat. Meanwhile saute 
two tablespoons thinly sliced onion 
in two tablespoons hot margarine 
for five minutes, mix in two cups 
cubed bread, toasted and add to 
the hot vegtables. Mix quickly 
and serve Jjmmediately. 

Include milk to drink in today’s 
meals, four cups for each child, 
two cups for each adult, 

To cut clean edges on a frosted 
cake, dip the knife in hot water 
before cutting each slice. The 
frosting will not crack and the 
cake will have a sharp clean edge 
to show off it’s beauty. 


Sweetbreads With Almond Sauce 


Four sweetbreads or two pairs, 
four tablespoons margarine, one- 
half cup white wine, one-half ta- 
blespoon parsley, chopped; one- 
fourth cup almonds, sliced. 

Place sweetbreads in cold water 
for three hours. Drain. Cower 
with water and boil for two to 
three minutes. Drain. Plunge in 
cold water. Separate pairs, skin 
and split sweetbreads. Heat mar- 
garine in skillet. Saute sweet- 
breads until brown on both sides. 
Remove to hot platter. Add al- 
monds to fat in pan and saute two 
minutes. Add white wine and 
parsley and simmer for five min- 
utes. Pour sauce over sweet- 
breada,

ODERN surgery came to ma- 
M turity just 80 years ago, in 

the spring of 1865 in the an- 
cient and very Scotch city of 
Glasgow, when the young and 
newly appointed professor, Dr. 
Joseph Lister, found that he could 
stop putrifaction, or surgical gan- 


grene, by the application of car- 
bolic acid to surgical wounds, 


To memorialize the anniversary 
there has been published a biogra- 
phy of Joseph Lister, Father of 
Modern Surgery, by Rhoda Truax 
(published by Bobbs-Merrill Co.). 
It is the first popular full-length 
biography of Lister designed to be 
understood and read by the lay- 
man. The story it tells must surely 
be of vital interest to every mod- 
ern man and woman. 

I did not say that modern sur- 
gery was born under Lister’s di- 
rection. I said it came to maturity. 
The most important problem of 
surgery was to render the patient 
insensible to pain during an opera- 
tion—anaesthesia, That was also 
the subject of an anniversary last 
month with the celebration of 
Horace Well’s use of nitrous oxide, 
or laughing gas, But we described 
that yesterday, 

It is difficult for a modern to 
realize the condition in early 1865 
before Lister’s discovery. Surgeons 
had learned to control hemorrhage 
and they could put patients to 
sleep for a surgical procedure. 
Ether, nitrous oxide and chloro- 
form had all been introduced. But 
whenever the _ surgeon’s knife 
touched a part of the body, infec- 
tion occurred —suppuration, the 
formation of pus and finally gan- 
grene—hospital gangrene it was 
called.

NO SURGEON in those days 
dared open an abdomen, a chest, 
a brain cavity, dared operate on 
disease at all—only accidents and 
wounds. All the hundreds of help- 
ful operations that have been done 
every morning this week in the 
hundreds of hospitals in our coun- 
try were forbidden him. The help 
that any of my readers may be 
contemplating from a surgical op- 
eration was then not a matter of 
choice—it was utterly forbidden. 

When a patient came in with a 
crushed leg from an accident, 
when in the just-finished Ameri- 
can Civil War a man was wounded 
by a bullet, the surgeon operated 
and took a chance, but he did it 
in full knowledge that it might 
end fatally from infection, the 
cause of which he did not know, 
the control of which completely 
baffled him, 

We know now, of course, that 
it was due to the entrance in the 
wound of germs, which are every- 
where in the air, on the instru- 
ments he uses, on ‘the ligatures, 
dressings, hands of operator and 
assistants. These can be destroyed 
by boiling the instruments, steril- 
izing the dressings and cleansing 
the hands and the patient's skin, 
but of that our surgeons of 1865 
were entirely unaware,

JOSEPH LISTER happened to 
stumble on Pasteur’s description 
of minute organisms which caused 
putrefaction. But it was really 
the experience of the city of Car- 
lisle in its destroying of the smell 
of its sewage and garbage by the 
use of oarbolic acid that influ- 
enced him most. In the cold and 
icy winter of 1865 in Glasgow 
when there were many accidents 
he tried the application of it to 
compound fractures and managed 
to save limbs that would other- 
wise have been lost. 
knowledge was world wide and 
modern surgery was started on its 
brilliant path. Modern surgeons 
have improved Lister’s technique, 
but his fundamental ideas still 
prevail. 

The story is a dramatic one well 
and accurately told by Miss 
Truax. No person who in any 
way claims to understand the mod- 
ern world can afford to be igno- 
rant of it.

North-South vulnerable and 60 
on score,

Under the part-score conditions, 
North's two 
was a mild slam try. 
Having given this invitation, how- 
ever, North correctly felt that he 
had gone ag far as his hand war- 
ranted and refused South’s coun- 
ter-invitation of four clubs. 

West opened the nine of hearts 
and declarer, holding a singleton 
in the suit, hastily put up the ace, 
He then cashed the queen and ace 
of trumps, only to find that East 
had a sure trick in the suit. ‘Now 
declarer led a spade toward dum- 
my, and though West obligingly 
hopped in with the ace, making 
& guess unnecessary, declarer still 
was on dangerous ground. West 
returned a heart, forcing declarer 
to ruff. Now when the diamond 
ace was cashed, the 10 dropped 
from East, so declarer went to 
dummy with the spade and led 
the diamond six toward the closed 
hand, inviting East to ruff. East 
declined; he discarded a heart. 
This let declarer cash in the dia- 
mond king, but did him exactly 
no good. On the next diamond 
lead, West won with the queen 
and his heart return reduced de- 
clarer to one trump. When he 
ruffed a diamond with the club 
eight, East overruffed and re 
turned the spade queen. Declarer’s 
ruff was his last trick, and he 
was down one. 

[If declarer had let the opening 
lead ride up to his singleton jack 
of hearts, the contract would have 
been easy,
